intense interest am ong officials and 
diplom ats In the question

from the two belligerent governments. 
That Great Britain would give a s­ 
surance of no Intention to sanction i 
the general use of neutral flags by 
British merchant ships was the b e­ 
lief of many officials. 
But ‘he widest 
sort of speculation based on a variety 
of conception of Germany's plan In I 
waging a submarine war on merchant 
ships w as heard as to the probable t 
response of the Berlin foreign 
of- j 
flee, 
fo u n t von Bernstorff, the German 
ambassador, declined to discuss tho 
note to Germany as he had received | 
no advices from Berlin concerning it 
and the British em bassy 
w as 
also 
silent. 
W hat 
excited 
most 
attention In 
congress and among diplomats, how ­ 
ever, wns the serious tone of the notes 
even though qualified by the polite 
terms of diplomat usage. 
The de­ 
term ination of the United States gov­ 
ernment to have the American flag 
us#d only by ships entitled to fly it and 
the warning that Germany would be 
held “to a strict accountability" 
lf 
American lives or vessels were lost in 
the attacks on merchant vessels In 
the newly delimited sea zones of war, 
were practically the sole topics of dis­ 
cussion. 
W hile there wns no authorized ex ­ 
pression It was evident that the neutral 
diplom ats In general gave both notes 
their approval because of the Iden­ 
tity of interest of their governm ents 
and the United Ftates in the circum ­ 
stances. 
There were suggestions that 
the argum ent of the American gov­ 
ernment would be followed In a Joint 
protest to both Germany and Great 
Britain by the 
three 
Scandinavian 
countries as well as separate repre­ 
sentations from the other neutrals of 
Europe. 
D iscussing com m ents upon differ­ 
ences in the two notes high officials 
said the cases were not parallel as 
the. United States had little ground 
In international law for protest tho 
occasional use of a neutral flag by a 
vessel of a belligerent when escaping 
capture and * ien the objection voiced 
against the general m isuse of the neu­ 
tral ensign could be raised only on 
general moral principles or on 
the 
ground of unneighborliness and seri­ 
ous inconvenience rather than on any 
definite rule of international law. As 
for the comm unication to Germany, 
adm inistration officials 
who 
helped 
prepare the document emphasized the 
point that the American government 
proceeded on the firm ground of in ­ 
ternational right as It has been a long 
established principle, they said, based 
on Innumerable precedents 
that

merchant vessel without means of pro­ 
tecting itself m ust bs visited first by 
an enem y warship and given an op­ 
portunity to surrender pr save its pas­ 
sengers before violence 
is 
applied 
Again It w as declared that the neces­ 
sity for a strong warning was most 
com pelling, lest the sinking of an Am ­ 
erican vessel or loss of American lives 
give rise to a critical situation with 
alarm ing possibilities. 
Interest in the situation w as height­ 
ened by the addition of another diplo­ 
m atic difficulty with Germany over 
the interference by German military 
authorities with mail com m unications 
of American Minister Henry Van Dyke 
between the Hague and Luxemburg. 
A form al nquiry was sent to Berlin 
concerning the incident and officials 
hoped it would be satisfactorily ad­ 
justed, relying on the uniform cour­ 
tesy hitherto m anifested by the Ger­ 
man governm ent in dealing with Min­ 
ister W hitlock at B russels and other 
American officials In the war zones. 


England’s A nsw er Received.
